Huns Still Retreating 
LONDON, June 14.—A despatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram Company from 
headquarters in France says: 

“The enemy's withdrawal in the 
vicinity of the Messines Ridge is ex- 
tending somewhat farther southward, 
The German heavy shells are gemeral- 
ly reported as falling at the extreme

All Except New King 

LONDON, June 14,—It has _ been 
decided that all the members of the 
Hellenic royal family, except the new 
king will leave Greece acompanied by 
the most prominent pro-German poli- 
ticlans and military leaders who form 
part of the entourage of former King 
Constantine, 

An Athens telegram of June 12 
states: Former King Constantine left 
Athens late today to embark on a 
British warship. 

Constantine was acompanied by the 
former queen and crown prince and 
members of the family. They left the 
city by motor car, Profesor Geor- 
geols, former adviser of the Greek for- 
eign office, went with Constantine as 
his secretary. 

To Visit Berlin 

LUGANO, Switzerland, June 14.— 
One of the private secretaries of 
Former King Constantine of Greece 
arrived here last Sunday and began a 
search for a large villa. 

It is reported the ex-King Constan- 
tine wil likely go to Berlin next week, 
afterward returning to Switzerland, 
where he will make his home, 

Kaiser's Chagrin

AGITATION IS 
RENEWED FOR 
RETALIATION 


British Government Urged To 
Adopt Policy of Reprisal 
Against German Towns, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June  14.—Yesterday's 
German air raid on London in which 
so many women and children lost their 
lives has greatly strengthened the 
hands of those who so long have 
advocated a reprisal against German 
towns and the government, which 
heretofore has been opposed thereto, 
has again been urged in parliament to 
take the step. 

The Westminster Gazette, which op- 
poses reprisals, suggests the best way 
of stopping raids on open towns is for 
the Intente Alli to intimate to the 
enemy that they re determined after 
the war to use their economic power 
against all who practiced frightfulness 
in the air or under the sea, 

Referring to the seamen’s refusal to 
earry pacifists because of the cruel- 
ties inflicted by the Germans’ subma- 
rine warfare, the newspapers say the 
same feeling has been aroused in the 
east end of London, where the de- 
mand is not for ending the war. On 
the contrary, thousands of working 
people vow, the newspaper says, say 
they never again will handle German 
goods or have any dealings with the 
people they hold responsible for these 
outrages, 

NEW YORK, June 14,—Germany 
will continue to make air raids, such 
as that over London yesterday until 
England makes reprisals is the opin- 
ion of Lord Northcliffe. 

Commenting on yesterday's raid to- 
day, he said: 


, “Air raids on London and other 
English towns will continue so long 
as the British government does not 


permit raids over big German cities.”

ALLOWED TO VOTE 


Russian Council On Elections 
Grants the Privilege to Form- 
er Emperor, 


PETROGRAD, June 13, via London, 
June 14 Aftor a prolonged debate in 
the counell whieh is now sitting for 
the purpose of drawing up rules gov- 
erning elections to the constituent as- 
sembly, and considering the legibility 
of voters, it was decided to allow 
Nicholas Romanoff, the former em- 
peror, and members of the former 
imperial family the privilege of vyot- 
ing. A mafjority of the speakers ar- 
gued that to deprive Nicholas of the 
franchise would be construed as an 
act of potitical revenge, and since the 
Romanoff family had abdicated of 
its own will, and former Grand Duke 
Michael had express'y declared they 
would yield to the opinion of the peo- 
ple as expressed through a constituent 
assembly, it would be unfalr to with- 
hold from them the right of voting. 
The eouncil pas a“ resolution pro- 
viding that all citizens in good stand- 
ing, except deaf and dumb persons, 
should be allowed to participate in the 
elections, 


TOTAL FRENCH 
CANADIANS IN 
OVERSEA ARMY

Number On April 30th Last 
Was 14,100—Return By 
Government, 


OTTAWA, June 14.—According to 
a return laid on the table of the 
house of commons today by the minis- 
tet of militia the total number of 
French-Canadians in the overseas 
forces up to April 80 last was 14,100. 
The French-Canadian soldiers com- 


manded by officers speaking the 
French language and serving with 
units organized in the Province of 


Quebec was 5,443, Soldiers speaking 
the French language commanded by 
officers speaking the English  lan- 
guage belonging to units offered in 
the Province of Quebec numbered 1,- 
636. French-Canadian soldiers sery- 
ing in units organized outside the 
province of Quebec totalled 5,904. 
In First Contingent 

The above figures do not include 
Yrench-Canadian soldiers in the first 
contingent. Owing to all the members 
of the first contingent having been re- 
attested at Valcartier, it is impossible 
to state their original place of enlist- 
ment. However, the total number of 
French-Canadians in the first contin- 
gent was 1,217, 

The definite figures therefore show 
that 6,979 French-Canadians enlisted 
{n the Province of Quebec, 5,904 out- 
side of it, and 1,217 from both inside 
and outside the province, 

Native Born English 

The native born English-speaking 
members of the overseag forces up to 
April 30 last was 125,245, and the 
number of British born soldiers in 
the forces was 155,095,

Binder Twine Shortage 

Hon. Frank Oliver vrought up the 
question of a possible shortage of 
binder twine in the west. He sald he 
had received a létter from the secret- 
ary of one of the local councils of the 
United Farmers of Alberta complain- 
ing that the council had been unable 
to purchase binder twine from the 
usual sources. Jt was stated that the 
shortage was due to the fact that 
transportation uld not be secured 
for raw materials from the seaboard to 
the point of manufacture. 

Sir George Foster said that he un- 
derstood that the situation in regard 
to the supply of binder twine had 
improved. The largest manufacturers 
of twine do not anticipate any short- 
age. It is true, he said, that difficul- 
ty had been experienced in shipping 
raw material. from Seattle to inland 
points of manufacture because of the 
existence of railway cmbargoes. He 
understood, however, that this embar- 
go had been lifted. 

Mr. Oliver remarked that as it was 
important to make sure that the sup- 
ply of binder twine was sufficient.

Encroachment on Reserve 

Hon, Frank Oliver brought to the 
attention of the minister of the in- 
terior a series of complaints regard- 
ing encroachments upon the Okanagan 
Indian reserve in British Columbia. 
A statement containing the complaints 
had been made at a meeting in the 
fall of 1916, and the statement was 
signed by J. H. Christie, secretary of 
the meeting. It was stated that a 
number of outsiders were encroaching 
upon the reserve, taking the timber 
away, fencing the ground and divert- 
ing the water, 

Hon. Dr, Roche said that the In- 
dians on the reserve appeared to split 
into two factions. He declared, how- 
ever, that Christie himself was not 
an Indian and was a most unreliable 
character, The conditions were be- 
ing investigated by the inspector at 
Vancouver. 

Mr. Oliver considered that since the 
complaints were made in the fall of 
1916 the government should have 
some knowledge of the truth or falsi- 
ty by this time. He was aware of the 
impossibility of satisfying all the var- 
fous whims of the Indians; encroach- 
ments on lands, however, and the ex- 
istence of intruders should not be 
permitted.

LABOR LEADER 


Statement Issued By J. C. Watters, 
President of Dominion 
Trades Congress. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, June 14.—"Until the 
government give proof that conscrip- 
tion is, in the words of the prime min- 
ister, ‘the only effective measure to 
preserve the existence of the state and 
of the institutions and liberties which 
we enjoy,’ organized labor has every 
warrant in seeking its defeat by both 
their economic and political power.” 
Labor's reply to the conscription of 
man-power measure brought down by 
Sir Robert Borden, made in a state- 
ment by J. C. Watters, president of 
the Dominion Trades and Labor coun- 
cil tonight, concluded with the above 
sentence, 

“If the government are sincere in 
their determination to ‘concentrate the 
man power of the nation to the cause 
of the allies and democracy, the con 
scription of man power will follow and 
not precede that of wealth and the 
nationalization of every industry nec- 
essary for the prosecution of the war.” 
the statement further says. 

“The greatest service that Canada 
can render the allies,"’ the statement 
says, “is to conscript (not borrow) the 
wealth of the nation, to take over and 
operate the mines, railroads, muni- 
tions works and other establishments 
necessary to the prosecution of the 
war (including the banking system) 
to eliminate the last vestige of profit- 
eering, thus giving the nation the 
benefit, instead of the profiteer, of the 
work done. 

“I consider it my duty to sound a 
note of warning to the organized 
workers not to permit themselves to 
be shackled with the chains of con- 
Stuart of Alberta.

“The berry crop in this territory this 
season has been a bitter disappoint- 
ment, From all indications now it 
looks like the crop will only total 5 
per cent of what was expected three 
weeks ago.. This failure is on account 
of the severe spring and frosts we had 
in the early part of the season, The 
very severe weather we have had dur- 
ing the last ten days only aggravated 
matters until new there are only u 
few berries on the vines.” 

The samo complaints come from 
British Columbia fruit shipping points 
on the west and from Prince Edward 
Island on the east. The cherry crop, 
which should have been on the Ed- 
monton market by June 10th, will not 
commence to arrive here in quautitivs 
before tho first of next week.

Last year the Edmonton Fxhibition 
Association adopted the aystem of bas- 
ing the amount of prizo money paid 
to exhibitors upon tho number of ani- 
mals shown in the various clagses, 
after a good deal of consideration and 
deliberation ag to the best method of 
inducing Jarge classes and real com- 
petition. This graded system proved 
very popular and was also used at the 
spring show this year. For the sum- 
mer cxhibjtion, July 9th to 14th, this 
system has been extended and will 
apply to almost every class for live 
stock. In the purebred, heavy draught 
and agricultural horse classes, where 
cight or more animals are shown on 
the line in the ring, the published 
prizo list will be increased by $25 in 
each class for 3-year- lds and over. In 
each class for animals under three 
years, $15 will be added. This means 
that in the néighborhood of $250 will 
be added to each of the thoroughbred, 
Standardbged, Hackney, Clydesdale, 
Percheron and Shire classes, etc.’ pro- 
vided that In each class there are eigh* 
entries appearing before the judges. 

In the cattle classes the same in- 
creases anply; where eight entries ap- 
pear in the ring in the three-year-old 
and up classes, an extra prize of $65 
is added and each prize in the class 
is increased by $6-——a total addition of 
$80 to each class. Similar additions 
aro made in tho herd classes where 
six entries appear. For the classes 
for animals under three years, the ad- 
ditions are $3, or a total increase of 
$18 in each class. This would meen 
that if every class wore filled to quall- 
fy for the increased prize money, $425 
more than the published prize list 
would bo paid out to each breed of 
cattle ropresented in ihe prize list, in- 
cluding both beef and dairy classes. 

In the sheep and swine departments, 
six entries in each class (in the pen 
classes, four entries) will add $9 to 
the prize money offered in each class; 
this is in the neighborhood of $567 for 
sheep, and #354 for swine ,more than 
the published prize list provides, 

The graded system is also applied 
to poultry and pet stock. 

In view of the favor with which this 
system of increasing the prize money 
offered, met with last year from the 
exhibitors, we are safe jn saying that 
the display of live stock at the Edmon- 
ton exhibition this year, July 9 to 14, 
will bo the finest ever geen in Western 
Canada. The entries close Juno 26th.

enced by any decisions made by the 
commissioners’ court of appeal. A few 
reductions were made but not many, 
the largest being that of a sum of $500 
Knocked off {1 one case. In a number 
of instances the applicants were told 
that a decision wehld be given later 
on, while in other cases the applicants 
said that thoy were registering their 
right of apper! and intended t» carry 
the cases to « higher court. 

Teasons Varicd. 

The reasons for appeal were varied. 
One objector said that the value of his 
property was depreciated by reason 
of proximity ts a cemetery; another 
was “excessive valuation; others ob- 
jected because of the “position of 
car line,” or that “street railway is 
too close,”’ that the property “produc. 
ed no revenue,” “that the assesssmeni 
exceeded the fair actual value;" that 
the assessmnont was “not according to 
Supreme Conrt decision,” that the 
land was only farm lind or “market 
garden property.” Assessment “exces- 
sive and irrelevant’ was the c .nten- 
tlon of one obfecsto ran] another man 
said that his proves, was broke: 
land, while “danger from flooding” 
was the plea «f another. A nunibe-; 
sald the assessment was “unreason- 
ably high” and the taxes exorbitant. 

Looks for Riots, 

J. Orchard provided some mild ex- 
citement in the court wien ho told 
Mayor Henry that when he was read- 
ing the Riot Act in the city he could 
think of his (Mr. Orchar.l's) words 
now. 

Mr. Orchard appealed against the 
assessment of his property on the 
ground that he and other residents 
of the locality had been injured by 
the discontinuing of the street car line 
on Agnes streat. 

Mayor Henry pointed out that Mr. 
Orchard was going back to 1912. Mr. 
Orchard said that he wanted a rebate 
from that da:e. He presented a copy 
of a petition that was said had been 
made to council at the time concern- 
{ing the car line. He was Informed 
that his objection would go to council 
and he then retired, protesting that 
he meant to fight for his rights. 


Mr. Dickson's Objection, 

J. McK. Dickson said that if the 
Edmonton assessment meant anything 
at all, it meant that property was to 
be assessed on ita fair actual value 
He contended that there was never 
any set value ir, the city. Mr. Dick- 
son said that he was not asking the 
commissioners to go into his cage, but 
only to register his objection as he 
was appealing to a higher court.

3250. 
Unusual Attitude 

A representative of the Namayo 
Park Land Co. assumed a rather un- 
usual attitude. He said that he was 
satisfied with the valuation of his pro- 
perty as he would not sell it for less 
than $600 per acrg, yet he considered 
that the assessment should be less. 
He said that he did not think that they 
should pay more than .the land outside 
the city limits, that was from 25 cents 
to 50 cents per lot. The speaker said 
that he thought that the city was going 
to introduce a zone system of assess- 
ment and tax the land according to the 
improvements within the different 
rones. . 

Mayor Henry replied that this plan 
was to be adopted. 

The objector said that he thought 
the present method of assesment was 
all wrong. Also they got nothing from 
the city for their money. 

Mayor Henry: You have the privi- 
lege of being inside the city. 

The objector said that he did not 
think mlich of that. He was told that 
the commissiopers would go into the 
matter. 

P. C. Dwyer of the Northern Invest- 
ment Co. appealed against the assess- 
ment of lot 56, river lot 6. This pro- 
perty was réduced last year from 
$50,000 to $40,000. The matter was 
adjourned for further consideration. 

City Could Take Property 

G. G. Montgomery, protested against 
the assessment of his property in Bel- 
mont Park and on being told that tio 
reduction could bo given said that 
he would take it to a higher court, 
and then if he got no satisfaction they 
could take the property. Mr. Mont- 
gomery ulso sald that he was duo a re- 
bate on his 5th street east property

An Interesting Point 


A rather unusual and intersting 
point came pp during the course of 
discussion between Mayor Henry and 
a representative from Messrs. McDon- 
and & Tighe, who were appealing 
against the assessment of the Fopecty 
of F. J. Hunter, lots 41 and 43, block 
10, H. B. R. This is property on 
which damage claims on account of 
the C. P. R. subway construction have 
already been id by the city, and 
the point raised was whether property 
on which a damage:claim had been 
paid for on account of alteration of 
grade was entitled to ask for special 
considgration in the way of assessment 
on account of this alteration of grade. 

Mayor Henry contended that in this 
case the change of grade was not such 
but that it could not have easily been 
rectified, and that a portion of the 
amount paid for damages could have 
been used for this purpose, making the 
property in as good a position as it 
was originally.

Founder of the Y. M. C. A. 

Continuing, Mr, Black told of mect- 
ing the founder of the Y. M. C. A., 
Sir George Williams, who believed 
that the only substantial basis of Nfe 
was a religious one. He urged Y, M. 
Cc, A. workers to realize that the re- 
gious welfare of men comes first. It 
must not be forgotten that if it {s not 
bullt on this foundation that a crash 
will come. 

The Y. M. C. A, today stands at 
the threshhold of a great opportunity 
and responsibility. When the war 
broke out the churches placed men's 
names on the honor roll, prayed for 
them and sent them a few _ parcels 
from time to time. The Y. M. C, A. 
went overseas, even up to the front 
trenches, with the men. 

“As Lioyd-George has said, we can- 
not go back to life as it was before 
the war,” continued Mr. Black. ‘We 
must go forward, Every man jack of 
us js worth more to our country to- 
day than we were before. Wo must 
so conserve our resources that we can 
steal from the grave a few more years 
to carry on the burdens that cannot 
now be taken uy by the men who will 
never return from the war. A high- 
er standard of mental development ts 
required of all, Self-seeking must be 
forgotten. The Y. M. C, A. must Ko 
on acting as the handy man of the 
Christian churches, through its three- 
fold “red triangle,” spiritually, mor- 
ally, physically.” 

The average man is not helping the 
churches though he may ovcaisonally 
go to church," continued the speaker, 
who told of standing on the steps of 
a elty church looking down the strect 
and asking himself the question, 
“What is it to all ye who pass by?” 

What the Churches Can Do 

As a solution he suggested that 
eaeh church should have a special 
meeting for men. The men who are 
in the church should be bound to- 
gether. It is the duty of the Y, M. Cc. 
A. to send men to the churches, The 
church and the Y. M. C. A. should co- 
operate. The boy, as a rule, is lost to 
the Sunday school as 6oon as he has 
become self-conscious. The boy is 
lost to the church as soon as he is old 
enough to ask who that girl is. Send 
the boy to the Y. M. C, A. and de- 
velop his moral manhood and physical 
inakeup and so help him to stay with 
the church, 

Mr. Black added that he had noth- 
ing against the church. But while it 
was the homo of families, it was not 
bringing men to Christ as {t should. 

In conclusion he added that the 
great lack in Western Canada was the 
understanding of one man of another. 
Co-operation was needed in all de- 
partments of Y, M, C. A, work. In co- 
operation with the churches the slo 
gan of the Y¥. M Cc. A, should be 
Young Men's Christlan Association; 
and the new interpretation of Y. M. C. 
A., “You Must Come Along.” 

Secretary Green Talks 

The general secretary, W. J. Green, 
told of the splendid work that had 
been done by the members of the 
YM. C. A. boys’ department, who 
were taking cure of the gardens ci 
some of the wemen of the city whose 
husbands or sons are at the front. The 
boy who started the gardening stunt 
a few years ago je now overseas with 
the army. The life of the community 
is enriched by what we put into ft. 
All must contribute in some way their 
part to help wit this war. Several of 
the former members of the staff of 
the Edmonton Y. M. C. A, are now 
overseas dispensing cheer to the men 
in khaki, and one, Mr. Harlow, is on 
his way to Mesopotamia to work with 
the army there.

EDITORIAL | 


A MISTAKE AND A CRIME. 


| The declaration of Dr, Robert- 
son before the Canadian Club, 
that millions of people are likely 
to starve to death next winter in 
Europe and America, is so startl- 
ing as to be searcely believable. 
But it comes from a man who is 
regarded as an expert in such 


matters and who has had excep- 
tional opportunities for learning 
the facts and gauging the pros- 
pects. The lack in Canada of a 
national service system with some- 
thing more than wind behind it is 
not only a national mistake, but a 
veritable crime against  civiliza- 
tion. The world’s food shortage 
presented Canada with an oppor- 
tunity such as it never had before, 
and an obligation as grave as can 
ever rest upon any people. But 
that opportunity has not and 
could not, be met, nor that obliga- 
tion discharged as it should have 
been discharged, by a national ser- 
vice system which did no more 
than politely request men to stop 
frittering away their time doing 
nothing or doing unnecessary 
things and to ‘‘get busy’’ on the 
things that count. The situation 
called for regulation backed by 
authority. It has not been met by 
the circulation of post cards and 


the discharge of platform _fire- 
works. 
CONSCRIPTION OF MONEY. 


The announcement of conscrip- 
tion of men for military service 
has brought up the complemen- 
tary demand that wealth should 
also be conscripted for war pur- 
poses. The response to this from 
a good many advocates of man- 
hood conscription is not by any 
means reassuring, especially the 
response from papers supporting 
the Government which is applying 
manhood conscription, This re- 
sponse is in effect a demand that 
those who talk about conscripting 
wealth shall define precisely what 
they mean by the term, and that 
until they are prepared to do that 
they should keep silent on the 
subject. That is hardly the sort of 
reply the situation calls for. It is 
not possible for any man to say 
off-hand to what extent or by 
what rule wealth should be con- 
scripted, or could be fairly con- 
scripted. But the. point — re- 
mains that a good deal of 
wealth should be _ conseripted. 
The munitions- maker, for in- 
stance — who has  accumulat- 
ed a fortune out of the war into 
which other men are called upon 
to put their all, life included,— 
should plainly be required to hand 
over his gains to the war chest. 
And the food speculator—who has 
taken opportunity by the hand 
and robbed his countrymen under 


pretense that it was the war 
which boosted prices—should cer- 
tainly be fined the proceeds 
of his heartless and unpatriot- 
ic exploitation. By what pre- 
cise methods the conscription 
of wealth could be gone about 
so as to take what should 
be taken and to leave what 


should not be taken, it is not pos- 
sible to define off-hand. But the 
point remains that there is wealth 
—and a vast amount of it—in the 
hands of those who have no right 
to it, who have made it out of the 
war or under cover of war condi- 
tions, and that means should be 
found to make them hand it over 
to the Government to help bear 
the cost of the war, 


TRIES TO ENLIST AT 68, 


A good example was set to the un- 
attached young single men of this 
district last week, by Mr, C. R, Plan- 
ders, who, although in his 68th year, 
offered his services to the recruiting 
officer, to do any class of service that 
might be required of him, Owing to 
his advanced years, the recruiting of- 
ficer naturally could not sign him on 
for active service, but Mr. Flanders is 
elated over the prospect that he may 
be yet given an opportunity to serve 
his country in some way or another.— 
Hanna Herald.

Legality of Will. 

To the Bulletin Legal Departmont: 
If a man makes his will in the States 
leaving all his property to his two 
sons and but one dojlar apiece to his 
daughters. He then moves to Alberta, 
takes homestead and dies, leaving his 
wife no property, but a life lease on 
the farm, no personal property and 
the land not worked, and one son died 
leaving small children. Can that will 
be set aside so the old lady can get 
something to live on? If it can how 
will she go at it and about how much 
will it cost?

You will need to take this matter up 
with a solicitor. The law in Alberta is 
that if a man dies and does not leave 
his widow as much as she would re- 
ceive if he died intestate, that is, with- 
out a will, she may apply to a judge 
for an allowance from the estate and 
the judge may make such allowance 
as in his opinion is just and equitable 
under the circumstances. You will see 
that it is necesary to make an appli- 
cation to a judge and for this purpose 
you will have to employ a solicitor, 4t 
is very hard to put an estimate on 
what the cost of the application would 
be but we would sugegst that you have 
the solicitor give you an estimate at 
the time you consult him, 


GEAMANS BOSS 
EVERYTHING IN 
LAND OF TURK 


Administration Wholly Under 
German Control—Famine Stalks 
Throughout Country 


Amsterdam, June 13, via London, 
June 14.—An Armenian who has ar- 
rived in Holland from Constantinople 
gives the Telegraaf some particulars 
of the conditions in the Turkish Em- 
pire. He depicts the administration 
as wholly under German control. 
While the ministers themselves are all 
Ottomans, the vice-ministers, who 
really manage the ministers, are Ger- 
mans, Turkish inscriptions have been 
removed from the offices of the min- 
isters and replaced with notices in 
German, 

After mobilizing everyone, men with 
children, one-eyed men and men with- 
out fingers, Enver Pasha will summon 
to the colors all men of 61, including 
members of the Christian population, 
This action was taken after a visit by 
Prince Waldemar of Prussia, who in 
October had brought a marshal's ba- 
ton to the Sultan in the Kaiser's 
name, and who pressed the Sultan to 
cause the enactment of this law. 

Christians in Turkey were exempt- 
ed from military service for the whole 
period of the war by a law passed 
when hostilities began on condition 
that they paid 45 pounds. A year ago 
the-Christians were made to pay an 
edditional 80 pounds.

Robert M. La Follette, United States 
Senator 

There are a few men in the United 
States the mention of whose name 
will generally lead to an argument. 
That is, they have thousands of fol- 
lowera who are warm in thelr praise 
and thousands of opponents who are 
warm in thelr opposition, One sim- 
ply cannot be lukewarm about these 
men. You either like them very much 
or you are.opposed to them very 
much, Theodore Roosevelt !s a man 
of this kind, and go is Robert M. la 
Follette, United States senator from 
Wisconsin, who today celebrates his 
42nd birthday. Senator La Follette, 
no matter what your opinion about 
him may be, 1s one of the most fear- 
less men that has ever sat in the Unit- 
ed States senate, and whether he is 
right on the stand he takes on many 
questions depends upon the viewpoint, 
but one thing Is certain, when La Fol- 
lette thinks ho's right he lets évery- 
body know It, and nothing can change 
his stand, He iaa prominent member 
of “the little group of wilful men,’ so 
characterized at the close of the arm- 
ed ships controversy, which enlivened 
the closing days of the last session of 
congress. La Follette has been a 
member of the United States senate 
since 1905 and Was recently re-elected 
to that body.

AT- SCHOOL all 
BY HUNG BOMBS 


Ten Children Killed Outright, 
Others Buried in Wreckage 
and Shockingly Lacerated 


London, June 14—The bombing of 
a schoolhouse furnished one of the 
most pitiful scenes in the whole air 
raid. The bombs struck the roof 
squarely, cutting clean through and 
passing through two issrooms, one 
above the other, killing some children 
but sparing the majority, It finally 
exploded with terrific force in a room 
on the ground floor where there were 
64 little children, of from 5 to 7 years 
of age, 10 of whom were killed ont- 
right and all the others more or less 
injured 

The room was 36 feet by 24 and the 
force of the explosion in such a con- 
fined area was naturally terrific, <A 
basin-shaped hole five feet deep was 
made in the floor, Most of the ceiling 
was brought down and the furniture 
shattered in splinters. Some of the 
babies had arms and legs torn off, 
others were shockingly lacerated, 
some stunned and others buried in 
the wreckage. 

The room was filled with the 
screams and moans of the tiny suffer- 
dis- 
tractedly for their mothers. Helpers 
who rushed in from the outside found 
women teachers, wonderfully 
self-poasessed, although covered with 


blood, giving what help was possible 
to their little

MESSINES WAS 
BEST OFFENSIVE 
YET BY BRITISH 


Gained First Day Twice the 
Ground in Four Days on 


Somme 


London, June 14,.—The Messines 
offensive was the most successful at- 
tack the British have yet made, every 
Single objective that was marked in 
the preliminary plans having been at- 
tained, said Major General F. B. Mau- 
rice, chief of military operations at 
the war office, in his weekly talk today 
with the Associated Press. 

Comparing this assault with the 
Somme battle, Gen. Maurice stated the 
British gained on the first day more 
than twice the ground captured tn th 
first four days of the great confile 
along the Somme, while the British 
casualties at Messines, using the same 
periods for comparison, were only ona 
fourth what they were in the Somme 
fighting. 

Gen, Maurice was most optimistic, 
remarking that the British successes 
were steadily growing greater, and 
adding: 

“We still have the undeveloped re- 
sources of America behind us, which 
vives us complete confidence in the 
future.”
